Heartfelt Ceremonies For British 


Diplomatist* 


PRECAUTIONS TAKEN 


Indications Are That Confer* 


ences on War Measures Will 


Soon Be Started 


Washington, I>- C., April 21. — The 


American capital today extended a 
•imple but heartfelt welcome to the 
British minister for 
foreign 
affairs, 


Arthur J. Balfour, 
and 
the 
other 


members of the British commission 
which ha» com* to Washington, as 
Mr. Balfour 'himself expressed it, "to 
make co-operation easy and effective 
between those 'Who are striving—with 
ill their power—to bring about a last- 
Ing peace by the only means that can 
lecure it—namely, a successful war." 


The weather •was perfect and Wash- 


ington in the bright spring sunshine, 
clad In the light green foliage of the 
season, never looked more beautiful 
than this afternoon when the special 
train which had brought the distin- 
guished visitors with their official es- 
corts from the north, drew into the 
Union station. 
Everywhere, bunting 


Hew in the breeze, mainly the Ameri- 
can national colors. 
The 
British 


L'nion Jack anil the French Tri Color 
were in evidence in many places, but 
the local flag makers had been unable 
to meet the public demand for them. 


There were no other 
decorations 


and even at tha Union station the only 
touch of color was lent by the three 
large flags, the American, British and 
French, which were hoisted on th3 
three great masts adorning the plaza. 
ICor was there any music to greet the 
visitors,, the original plan, including 
tha presence of the Marine band, hav- 
ing been amended to conform to the 
tiew of President "Wilson that this was 
B. grave and serious event in American 
history and not to be lightly treated 
or regarded as a festive affair. 


On the Plaza and overlapping the 


great building at either wing were 
gathered some 5,000 people patiently 
waiting for a glimpse of the nation's 
piiestg. 


Within trje station, lines had been 


drawn separating the '. -aveling public 
from the space at the eastern end of 
l!i» concourse across which the visit- 
In? party was to pass on the way from 
the train shed to the President's room. 


All of the police captains of the dis- 


trict had been ranged here in a double 
line as a guard of honor. Two score 
newspaper men standing to the east 
of the concourse were the only unoffi- 
cial persons permitted in this section 
of the station. 
Detectives swarmed 


everywhere. 
Altogether the precau- 


tions tak'sn to insure the safety of the 
usitors exceeded anything ever known 
In the history of the district. 


Exactly on time at n o'clock, the 


special train drew into the station. 
Aside from tha guard only a few per- 
Bons had been permitted to enter the 
train shed. These included Secretary 
Lansing, Frank L. Polk, counsellor for 
the state department; William Phil- 
lips, assistant secretary of state; Hugh 
Gibson, secretary of the American le- 
pation at Brussels and several other 
Mate department officials. Represent- 
ing the British government were Sir 
Cecil Spring-Rice, the British embas- 
eador; Colville Barclay, counsellor for 
the embassy; Thomas Spring-Rice, Mr. 
Hohler, Lieutenant Colonel Murrough 
O'Brien, 
Commodore 
Guy 
Gaunt, 


secretaries and attaches of the em- 
tassy. 


As the train stopped, two of the 


military officers of the British party 
stepped to the floor of the shed pre- 
c"fling Mr. Balfour. The minister for 
foreign affairs descended, hat in hand 
»nd tras Immediately presented by the 
JMtish ambassador to Secretary Lan- 
»mg. 
The twr- secretaries exchanged 


a hearty handclasp and chatted for a 
tew moments while the remainder or

With the Balfour party safely In

The British commissioners stole se- 


cretly away from England April 11 on 
a fast cruiser, protected in every pos- 
sible way from German spies, who 
might have got out word to lurking 
submarines. The voyage was entire- 
ly uneventful, however, and tts party 
arrived at Halifax Friday. 
Crossing 


to St. John, a special train took them 
to the little Canadian town of Mc- 
Adam, just across the international 
bridge, which Werner Horn, a former 
German officer attempted to blow up. 


Meanwhile, the American reception 


committee, headed by Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Long, Rear Admiral 
Fletcher and Major General 
Wood, 


slipped out of Washington last Sunday 
night under the impression that the 
British had started two days earlier 
than they did. With a, five car spe- 
cial train standing with steam up at 
the station, the committee waited anx- 
iously from Monday until Friday aft- 
ernoon, when the word cam* 
from 


Halifax which sent them on a night 
ride to tha border.

HOSPITAL SHIPS 
SENTTOBOTTOM 


Torpedoed By German Subma- 


rine* Without Warning 


MANY WOUNDED PERISH 


One Vessel, The Lafranc, Bore 


Equal Numbers of British 


and German Wounded 


London, England, April 22. — The 


British hospital ships Donegal and La- 
franc, with many wounded aboard, 
have been torpedoed without warning. 
They were sunk on April 17. Of those 
on the Donegal 29 wounded men and 
12 of the crew are missing. The La- 
franc carried German wounded as well 
as British. Of those on board 19 Brit- 
ish and 15 Germans are believed to 
have perished. 


The chancellor of the excb.eq.uor, 


Andrew Bonar Law, announced on 
April 19, in the house of commons, 
that there had recently been farther 
losses of British hospital ships which 
would be published soon. 
Today the 


secretary of the admiralty issued the 
following statement: 


"On the evening of April 17, the 


steamships Donegal 
and 
Lafranc, 


while transporting wounded to Brit- 
ish ports, were torpedoed without 
warning. The Donegal carried slight- 
ly wounded cases, all British, of these 
29 men, as well as 12 of the crew, are 
missing and are presumed to have 
been drowned. 


"The Lafranc, in addition to 234 


wounded British officers and men, car- 
ried 167 wounded German prisoners, 
a medical personnel of 52 and a. crew 
of 123. 
Of these the following are 


missing and are presumed to have 
been drowned: 
Two wounded Brit- 


ish officers, 11 wtiunded British other 
ranks, one Royal Academy medical 
corps staff, five of the 
crew; five 


wounded German 
officers 
and 
10 


wounded Germans other ranks. 


"One hundred and fifty-two German 


prisoners were rescued by British pa- 
trol vessels at the eminent risk of 
being thf-mselves torpedoed. 


"Owing to the German practice of 


sinking hospital ships at sight and to 
the facts that distinctive markings and 
lightings of such vessels render them 
more conspicuous targets for German 
submarines, it has become no longer 
possible to distinguish our hospital 
ships in the customary manner. One 
of these two ships, therefore, though 
carrying wounded, was not in any way 
outwardly distinguished as a hospital 
ship. The distinctive markings of the 
other had not yet been removed. Both 
were provided with an escort for pro- 
tection." 


Cawarcfice of Prussians. 


The story of the sinking of the hos- 


pital ship Lafranc will rank with the 
undying histories of the Birkenhead 
and Tyndareus, according to a British 
officer. 
The British soldiers stood at 


attention while the ship was slowly 
sinking beneath them. Their conduct 
was in marked contrast to that of the 
Prussian guardmsr. abca.rd, who in the 
moment of danger rushed for the life- 
boats. 


"The Lafranc was attacked by a 


submarine about 7:30 o'clock Tuesday 
evening." said the officer. 
"The crash 


shook the liner violently, the explosion 
sending splinters of wood and glass 
flying in all directions. Within a few 
minutes the engines stopped and the 
vessel seemed to be sinking rapidly, 
but to our surprise she steadied her 
self and after awhile remained mo- 
tionless. We had aboard prisoners of 
the Prussian guard and Many British 
wounded including some serious cases. 


"The moment tns torp-sdo struck 


the Prussians made a mad rush for the 
lifeboats. When they were ordered to 
await their turn, many showed cow- 
ardice by dropping on their knees and 
imploring pity.

"The crew and staff went to their 


posts. 
The stretcher cases were low- 


ered first to the boats. Meanwhile, In 
response to distress calls, many vessels 
came 
hurrying to 
our assistance. 


Even while wounded 
and helpless 


Tommies lay unaided in their cots, the 
cowardly prisoners made another at- 
tempt and managed to crowd into a 
lifeboat, which, however, toppled over 
directly It was lowered. Then they 
fought with each other to reach an- 
other boat containing some gravely 
wounded.

United States' Day in Paris Cele- 


brated With Enthusiastic 


Demonstrations 


Paris, France, April 22.—The Stars 


and Stripes were nung to the breeze 
from Eiffel tower at 2 o'clock this af- 
ter noon and saluted by 21 guns. This 
marked the opening of the ceremonies 
of 
United States day in Paris. The 


French Tricolor and the Star Spangled 
Banner were at 
the same hour Un- 


furled from the residence of William 
G Sharp, the ambassador, from the 
American embassy, from the City hall 
and government buildings. 


It was a great day for 
th« Red, 


White and Blue. 
AH over the capital 


street vans did a thriving trade in the 
colors of both allies, while 
40,000 


American flage, handed out gratis by 
the committee, were waved by the peo- 
ple who thronged the vicinity of the 
manifestations. 


Jules Cambon, general secretary of 


the ministry of foreign affairs; General 
Dubail, military governor of Paris, the 
members of the committee and other 
officials were received at half past one 
o'clock by Ambassador Sharp at his 
residence, whence they proceeded to 
the Place d'lene, where a bronze palm 
was deposited at the foot of the eques- 
trian statue of Washington. 


While cannon boomed and aviators 


flying over Kiffel tower waved French 
and American flags, the "Star Span- 
gled Banner" was sung by Mme. Nina 
May of the Opera Comique. and the 
"Marseillaise" by Jean Note of the 
opera.

ONE KILLED BY EXPLOSION 


Fire of Undetermined Ortgtat ir> Bl- 


Proaucta Coke Company Plant. 


Kearney, N. J., April 22.—One man 


was killed and property damage esti- 
mated, at $100.000 was caused tonight 
when a fire of undetermined origin, 
followed by two 
explosion* which 


shook the surrounding country for 
many miles, occurred in a new plant 
in course of construction for the Sea- 
board Bi-Producta Coke company, on

The explosions were two

This 
Is the bill intended to confer upon the 
Public Service commission authority 
to suspend the operation of the full

man on all trains. The full crew law 
was enacted in 1913 after a prolonged 
contest. Almost immediately attempts 
were made to repeal it, 
but these 


failed. 
Oppnnents of 
the law then 


tried to amend it eo as to give the 
Public Service commission jurisdiction 
over the size of train crews, but this 
also was defeated. 
Since the intro- 


duction of the Brown bills, labor men 
have been expressing resentment over 
the proposal to set aside the provis- 
ions of the law. 
They look upon the 


full crew law as an accomplishment in 
constructive legislation and 
they de- 


clare they will oppose to the utmost 
any endeavor to nullify it under what 
they call a guise of patriotism. They 
are not disposed to obect to the bill 
to allow the State Industrial commis- 
sion to suspend the operation of the 
law fixing the hours of labor during 
the war, but will focus their energies 
against the measure to weaken the full 
crew law. 


The 
Wicks Foods and Markets bill 


probably will come up for action in the 
senate this week. Originally drawn to 
carry out the recommendations of -the 
Wicks special 
legislative committee 


which Investigated the food situation 
in conjunction with commissions ap- 
pointed by Governor Whitman and 
Mayor Mitchel of New York, countless 
changes have been made in it and the 
measure introduced the legislature is 
far lesa sweeping than its authors in- 
tended. 


It is expected 'that the excise and 


the local option bills will be acted 
upon by the senate this week.

ON GROWING ONIONS. 


On *m«ll Ar«e It Is Pr«f«r«bl» to 


Plant Sett. 


tPrapared by United States department of 


agriculture.} 


Onions, like potatoes, are a staple 


crop that is grown commercially on a 
fery extensive scale. 
As a general 


rule, It Is well to have* the crop follow 
some other one that baa been kept un- 
der the ho« and free from weeds the 
previous season. 


In the north seed ia sown as early In 


the spring MS the soil caa be brought 
to the proper condition. In Uie south 
oulon sets are frequently put out in 
the autumn and carried through the- 
wlnter with the protection of a little 
hay or straw. There are three meth- 
ods of propagating onions—the first, by 
•owing the seed In rows where the 
crop is to grow; second, by sowing the 
seed In spcclal'y prepared beds and 
transplanting tho seedlings to the open 
ground, had, third, by planu'r-g sets 
which hare been kept through the whi- 
ter. The first method Is used by larsc 
commercial growers on account of tho 
amount of labor involved la the others. 
On small areas, however, It may be 
preferable to plant sets, tinder normal 
conditions these may usually be ob- 
tained nt planting time for about $2.50 
a bushel, eight or nine bushels being 
required to plant an acre. 
Onions 


planted from sets will ripen earlier 
than thoso from seed sown in tho 
fields. When the transplanting meth- 
od Js usod the seed is sown in green- 
houses, hotbeds, cold frames or spe- 
cially prepared beds at the rate of 
three and one-balf to four pounds Tor 
each aero to be planted. 
The seed- 


llnga nre transplanted •nben they are 
somewhat smaller than a lead pencil 
and rather stocky. The root end of 
tho seedling is pushed Into th? soil 
with one flnger, and the soil is then 
firmed aDout toe plant. 


Tho seed is gown thickly In drills 


about twelve- to fourteen Inches apart. 
After the plants become established 
they are thinned to two or three inches 
apart. The maturity of the bulbs may 
he hagteued by preventing the con- 
tinued growth of tho tops. TMs is 
sometimes accomplished by rolling an 
empty barrel over tho rows and brc-ak- 
ing down the totj. 
After these nre 


practically dead the onion bulbs may 
be pulled up by hand from the soil 
and spread m a dry, well ventilated 
place to cure. Thereafter they may 
be stored In crates or bags for winter 
inc. In the north the crop ripens *nd 
is harvested during tho latter part of 
tho summer and early K itumn. 
/n 


tho southern states, where the crop Is 
«rown during the whiter, the harvest- 
ing and marketing period takes place 
during the spring month*.

STATE AGRICUI/TCRAB CEKSUS. 
Great pressure exists for action with 


Reference to the food supply in this 
country, but no one, not «ven the far- 
mer who is most intimately in touch 
with food 
production, knows Just 


whet is the right th^ng to do. To meet 
this situation the Committee on Patri- 
otic Agricultural Service for this state 
has decided to take * census of the 
agricultural conditions, in order that 
facts regarding crop prospects may be 
made a-vailable before spring planting 
is over. In addition this census will 
b* used as a means of getting as defin- 
ite information as possible regarding 
labor, seed, fertilizer, animal and urop 
resources of the state, and it is hoped 
that aid may be given the" farmer in 
securing these essentials. These facts 
when obtained «ill be placed before 
the farmer for his guidance, but if it is 
to render him material assistance, Jt 
must be secured and put at his dis- 
posal during the next few day*. 


Th» school system of the state is 


co-operating with the committee in 
this big undertaking. It is a fine op- 
portunity for teachers and pupils in 
the jurat school* to reader real help 
to tho farmers, and * patriotic service- 
to the state. They are entering the 
work with enthusiasm, but In order to 
get thi» information quickly and ac- 
curately enough so that it may be of 
assistance, it will be necessary for 
. «ach farmer to co-operate willingly 
with those who are taking the ceniua. 
They may do this with the assurance 
that th« information wllr be given to 
them through local and state agen- 
eles at th* earliest possible moment. 


The census above referred to begins 


today, and the teachers and pupils of 
the schools" are generously co-operat- 
ing in th6 work. Last year, when the 
purpose was purely economic, there 
w»» hearty co-operation on the part 
of the farmer*. This year, when con- 
dition* are more serious and the need* 
of the compilation are more urgent. 
tl'S'-e should be willing assistance by 
everybody.

Cooperstown last Wednesday to at- 
tend an educational meeting where 
the plans for furnishing boys for farm 
work this year, proposed by the State 
Educational department, were pre- 
sented by officials from that institu- 
tion. 


Superintendents

the farm cadet service. It is as essen- 
tial to produce the supplies necessary 
for warfare as it is to flght in the 
trenches. 


All boys who enter the farm cadet 


service will be given some badge or 
mark by the state In recognition of 
their -work, and 
furthermore 
such 


boys will be excused from attendance 
at school and given credit 
for 
the 


work they are taking, providing their 
class work is satisfactory. 
Such cer- 


tificates, when issued by principals, 
will not only be accepted by the s>tate 
toward Regents credits, but, in the 
case of the members of this year's sen- 
ior class, will be accepted by all col- 
leges and universities in tho state. 


The only condition attached is that 


the boy must remain in faithful and 
regular employment upon the farm 
and must report to the principal fre- 
quently. 
Employment may be upon 


the farm, of the parent or any other 
person. 
Service must begin 
before 


May 1 and continue th .rough October.

PRIMER TELLS HOW 


TO PLANT GARDENS 


New York Committee Encour- 
ages Tilling of Vacant Land. ; 


COPIES OF BOOK SENT FREE 


"G«t the S»«d In th* Ground Early," U 


Excellent Advice—Make* Suggestions 
For Planting and Give* Datee on i 
Which Certain Vegetable* Should Be ; 
Planted to Get Best Reiutt*.

The food supply committee of Mayor ] 


Slitchel of New York, of which George j 
W. Perkins is the chairman, is behind 
the garden farming movement with an 
appeal to cultivate every available Toot 
of vacant land In the city. The com- 
mittee started the distribution of 100,- 
000 copies of a "garden primer'' pre- 
pared under the direction of Mr. Per- 
kins. 


The primer points otit that tb« only 


tools needed In a small garden are a 
spade or spading fork, a hoe, a rake 
and a piece of cord. The following di- 
rections are given: 


First ot all, clear the ground of all rab- 
blsh, stlclur, atones, etc. 


Choose the sunniest spot In the yard for 


the garden. 


DiK up the soil ti a depth of six to ten 


Inches, using; a spade or spading tori.. 
Break up all th& lumps. If you live in a 
section where your neighbors have gar- 
dens you could club together to hire a 
teamster for a day to do the plowing:. 


After your garden has been dug up It 


must be fertilized before any planting !s 
done. Vse street sweepings if you can get 
thorn. The fertilizer should be dug Into 
tho ground, at least to the depth of the 
top soil. The ground should theu be thor- 
oughly raked. 
Lay out the garden, keeping th» rows 
straight with a line. After the rows have 
been marked oft the next step 13 the open- 


j Ins of <he furrow. This is dons with tho 


hoe. 
The seeds must be sown after the 


furrow is opened and immediately cov- 
ered with soil, carefully pressed down. 


In buying seed it is best to order from 


some well established seed house. 


Begin to break up the hard surfj.ce ot 


the eoll between the planta soon after they 
appear, using a small stick or hoe. and 
keep it loose. By constantly stirring the 
top soil after the plants appear the neces- 
sity of watering can be largely avoided 
except In very dry weather. Water your 
garden very early In the morning or after 
sundown. It Is better not to water when 
the arun Is shining hot. 
If Inserts or diseases appear It Is ad- 


visable to inquire ot your seed store as to 
the proper remedy to use. 


The primer gives a chart for a gar- 


den 30 by 20 feet and makes the fol- 
lowing suggestions for planting and 
approximate dates: Parsnips, May 15, 
roTvs twelve inches apart; Swiss chard, 
parsley, April 15, rows twenty-four 
Inches apart; spinach, April 13, follow- 
ed by late corn on July 1, rows fifteen 
Inches apart; onion sets, April 15, rows 
twelve luches apart; radisbes. cabbage, 
planted 
alternately. 
April 13, rows 


twelve Inches apart; early lettuce. 
April 15, rows twelve inches apart; 
beets, April 15, followed by tomato 
plants June 1, rows fifteen Inches 
apart; carrots, April 15. rows twelve 
inches apn't, turnips, April 15, follow- 
ed by late lettuce July 15, rows fifteen 
Inches apart; peas, April 15, followed 
by late carrots July 1, rows fifteen 
Inches apart; beans, May 1, followed 
by late beets July 15, rows thirty inch- 
es) apart; peppor plants, eggplants, 
June 1, rows thirty Inches apart; cu- 
cumbers, June 1, rows thirty Inches 
apart; early corn, May 10, followed by 
late spinach Aug. 1, rows thirty inches 
apart, and corn. May 20, rows thirty 
Inches apart. 


The primer gives detailed direction 


for the plantius and care of each veg- 
etable.

MARVELOUS HUNTERS. 


Native* of Australia Are Wizard* In 


the Art of Tracking. 


In endurance and speed the Aus- 


tralian aborigine is not the equal of 
the American Indian, and his weapons 
of wood and poorly fashioned stones 
are effective only at short range, but 
as a hunter the native Australian la 
marvelously adjusted to his environ- 
ment His success lies in an intimate 
knowledge of the habits of animals on 
land, In the ground, in trees and under 
•water, mad his wonderfully developed 
powers of observation. 


He decoys pelicans by imitating their 


cries, catches ducks by diving below 
them, locates an opossum in a tree by 
marks on the bark, or by the flight of 
mosquitoes, finds snakes by observing 
the action of birds and follows a bee 
to its store of honey. 


Any animal which leaves a track, 


however dim, in sand, on rock or In 
grass falls an easy prey to the black 
fellow. 
(. .ildren are taught to track 


lizards and snakes over bare rocks and 
to find their absent mother by follow- 
ing tracks too indistinct to serve as a 
guide for a European. When a white 
man is lost hi the desert or a child 
strays from home the final resort is to 
secure a "black tracker."—National 
Geographic Magazine.

Message* They Carry Are Packed In 


Small Goose Quills. 


The general notion that ail that hns 


to be Cone in forwarding a dispatch by 
pigeons is to catch the bird, tie a let- 
ter to its leg and then liberate it is 
wrong, as the method of attaching the 
message is of great Importance. 


Prior to the siege of Taris the meth- 


od of affixing the message to the bird 
had not received that attention which 
It demanded, and consequently many 
dispatches Were lost in transit. 


At first the message was merely 


rolled up tightly, waxed over to pro- 
tect It from the weather nnd then at- 
tached to n featftor In the bird's tall. 
But it was soon found that the twlue 
which kept the missive in place cut or 
damaged the paper, and therefore in 
order to prevent it from being pecked 
by the pigeon and from being Injured 
by wet the dispatch was inserted In n 
small goosequill two Inches In length. 


Tho quill was then pierced close to 


each end with a redhot bodkin, so as 
not to split It, and in the holes waxed 
silk threads were inserted to affix it to 
the strongest tail feather. 
By attach- 


ing the message to this part of the 
bird's body its flight was not in any 
way Interfered with.—Lone Scout, 


WEST POINT GRADUATES 


GET MONTH'S FURLOUGH 


Class of 1917, Consisting of 139 


Men, 
Fourth to Finish 


Ahead of Time. 


When the class of 1917 of the West 


Point Military academy graduated the 
other <Juy the 139 members departed 
for their homes on a month's furlough 
with every prospect of &eelng active 
service inside of a year. This is the 
seventh time since the civil war began 
Iti 1SG1 that a class at West Point has 
been graduated prematurely. 


The social features of the annual 


June commencement were omitted and 
a brief program commensurate with 
the gravity of the situation substi- 
tuted. 
One concession which is ap- 


proved by the superintendent Is the 
graduation ball, which was held in the 
e3-mnasium. 


The first emergency graduation was 


in May, 1SC1, when forty-five members 
of the first class were commissioned as 
officers. H. A. Du Pont of Delaware 
headed the class. In June of the same 
year the second class was graduated 
for field service. Among its members 
was George A. Custer, who was killed 
at Little Big Horn. 


It was not until 1898 that another 


emergency caused the premature grad- 
uation of a class. On April 20 of that 
year fifty-nine members who were to 
have graduated in June wer<* commis- 
sioned for service in the Spanish wsr. 
E. N. Benculej" and Clark Churchman 
of this class died at San Juan Hill, 
Cuba. 


The following year the seriousness 


of the Filipino insurrection led to the 
graduation of the first class on Feb. 15. 
On Feb. 1, ll»01, seventy-four cadets 
were graduated to fill vacancies in the 
ranks of commissioned officers, and a 
similar situation in. 1903 led to the 
graduation of IDS cadets on Feb. 14. 


When the class of '17 entered West 


Point it consisted of 200 men. 
Its 


number has been cut down by failures 
in scholarship, resignations and other 
causes. The honor man is Harry Jones 
of Clayville, Oneida county, N. Y.. who 
stands far ahead of his class. Among 
the graduates was Luis y Savosa Rada, 
a Filipino, the fourth of his race to 
graduate from the academy.
